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U.N. General Assembly Meets 
Today; Result May Be Peace 
Or Frustration Over World

WASHINGTON 
UP—The 
United 
Nations General Assembly m eets 
in special session in New York 
today to take the second of three 
steps which could lend to peace, 
but m ay end in frustration, in Asia 
and elsewhere. 
First step: 
the 
Korean truce. 
Second step: to decide who will 
take part in the peace conference. 
Third step: the peace conference 
itself, 
opening 
perhaps 
in 
mid- 
October. 
This is the background on the 
meeting of the General Assembly’s 
60 m em bers. 
In reaching the arm istice the 
two truce team s in Korea—U.N. 
com m anders and the C om m unists! 
—agreed the diplomats of “ both 
sides” should take over once the 
fighting stopped. What should the j 
diplom ats discuss? 
Settlement In Korea 
Should they talk just about Ko­ 
rea? Or should they go further 
afield and consider Asian problems 
in general? The agreem ent said 


among other things: 
“ . . . the 
peaceful settlem ent of Korea, etc.” 
That et cetera m ay turn out to 
be one of the most im portant—and 
most disastrous for any hope of 
peace coming out of the conference 
—words ever written.

rean problems, leaving wider ques­ 
tions to be discussed elsewhere 
and at another time.

August is the time to plant iris, 
peonies, oriental poppies and ma­ 
donna lilies for nex year's flow­ 
ering, and to sow grass seed for 
new lawns, or to repair old ones. 
If you have killed out the crab 
grass with one of the new' chemi­ 
cal treatments, make sure that tile 
bare spots the dying pest leaves, 
are covered with new grass this fall. 
As a growing season, fall has 
| many advantages over spring. For 
many plants there is no seed bear­ 
ing task to be performed. This means 
that cauliflower has no tendency 
to bolt before the heads mature; 
head lettuce, Chinese cabbage, and 
even radishes do not lose quality 
so fast, but mature slowly so that the 
harvest is prolonged. 
The same reason exists in the case 
of lawn seed. Seed sown in the spring 
experiences deteriorating weather 
as it grows. Life becomes mores dif­ 
ficult, in the hot sun, with rains 
less frequent.
